OFFICER. 


Thrown From His Motor ; 


Cycle. 


CONDITION SERIOUS. 


Lance-Sergeant J. J, Post, of 
the Tratlic Department, Police 
Headquarters, was the victim of 
a serious accident in Lower, Albert 
Road yesterday afternoon and is 
now. in a very serious condition in 
the Government Civil Hospital. 
He suffered severe head injury, 
and fracture of the skull is feared. 
. Sergeant Post was riding his 
own B,S.A. solo motor cycle along 

_ Lower Albert Road on his way 
Wack to Police Headquarters when 
the accident occurred at the bend 
outside the Bishop’s House, at 
the top of Ice House Street and 
opposite the Dairy Farm’s town 
premises, . 

No one was in the vicinity at 
the time of the accident, so that 
there are no eye-witnesses, except 
a couple of chair coolies plying. 

- for hire at the top of Ice House 
Street. They were not paying 
particular attention to the ap- 
proaching motor cycle and when 
their attention was attracted by 
the crash the rider was. already 
lying unconscious on the road. 

Rendered Unconscious. 

From skid marks on the road, 
however, it would appear that Ser- 
geant Post's motor cycle skidded 
as he was turning the bend and 
he was catapulted out of the seat. 
He fell heavily, striking his head 
on the ground ' with great force 
and, rolling over, remained mo- 
tionless, having been rendered un- 
conscious by the fall. = - 

It is calculated that the accident 
occurred at about 2.45 p.m. 
minute or so later, some pedes- 
trians came by the spot and, see- 
ing the unconacious Sergeant, im- 
mediately communicated with 
Police Headquarters by telephone. 
Officers promptly turned out and 
on arrival discovered with a shock 
that the victim of the accident was 
their comrade. re

taken to the Government. . Civil 
Hospital where he has remained 
unconscious until ‘the time of 
writing. The latest report receiv- 
ed by the Chief Inspector from 
Dr. Newton this morning was that 
Sergeant Post’s condition was 
very serious, ;

PROSPECTS IN AFRICA. 


Paris, Nov. 6. 

After’ 12 years’ vigorous encour- 
agemont of the growth of cotton 
m her coloniea {n order that 
France can free herself of an an- 
nual tribute of more than $97,000,- 
060 to’ the United States, Govern- 
mont officials admitted to the 
United Press to-day that their 
efforts had not been very success- 
ful. 

Latest estimates reveal that tha 
total production of cotton in 
French colonies {s only 0.70 per 
cont, of France’s total annual’ 
needs. In spite of this poor show- 


ing, however, the Government {n- 
tends to continue its encourage- 
ment of cotton planting through 
donating seed and fertiliser to the 
natives, while inatructing them 
how to raise a good crop. : 

France in 1929 imported 
$97,258,880 worth of raw cotton 
and waste from the United States, 
leading the list of all commodities 
purchased from America.

" ROAD CONGRESS. 


Representatives of 62 
Nations... ° 


The sixth International Road 
Congress held in Washington, D.C., 
during the week- beginning October 
6, was attended by engineers and 
officials of 62 nations. Previous 
meetings of the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission of Road Con- 
greases have beon held in Paris, 
1908; Brussela,.1910; London, 1913; 
Seville, 1923; :-Milan, 1926. The 
next meeting will be in Munich, 
Germany, fh 1934. The registered 
attendance at the Congress was 
1,843; the attendance at the -Inter- 
national Exhibit of Road Machinery 
and Materials held by the American 
Road Builders’ Association in con- 
junction with the Congress, was 
probably double that figure. The 
British delegation was the largest 
in attendance from overseas. 

The programmé'as arranged by 
the American Organising Commis- 
sion was divided In two sections, 
devoted to construction. and main- 
tendnee, and to traffie and admin- 
fatration, there being three ques- 
tions under each section, The 
questiond {or discussion were pre- 
pared by the Permanent Interna- 
tional Commission. 
‘A noticeable feature of the Con- 
gress, apart from the fact that en- 
gineers throughout, tha world very 
clearly have many similar problems 
and ideas’ about the -construction 
and use of highways, which con- 
tributed to the success of the meets 
Ing, was the use of a telephone 
system connected to each seat, and 
the interpretation of: the. remarks 
of exch spoaker ashe talked. into 
the four languages of the.Congress; 
English, French, Spanish, and Ger- 
man.- Animated” ‘discussion was 
maintained regardless of the lan- 
guage of, the speaker by means of 
this system..,While- most of the 
delegates spoke English, every 
facility In the-way of signs in dif. 
ferent languages. was provided. 
The daily Bulletin of, the Congress 
was. printed in the four official 
languages, * .

“An amazingly foolish and perll- 
ous person is the Isdy_who drives 
a car——so It would seem from what 
one reads and hears.” Thus the 
motoring expert of an oversoas 
journal, and it is gratifying to find 
that he later qualifies this state- 
ment by giving as his personal ¢x- 
perience that the average woman la 
as careful and considerate a driver 
as the average man. Nevertheless, 
It must be admitted that the aver- 
age man gets quite annoyed with 
any and every woman driver, and 
not only accuses her of bad driving 
in season and out of season, but if 
she is involved in an accident he 
invariably blames her. This came 
somewhat forcibly home to me one 
evening recently while I was wait- 
ing for a tram in Queen Street, 
says a Brisbane writer. A woman 
was carefully, not to say most 
cautiously, starting her car from 
when a man-driven car 
came tearing recklessly along, and 
in passing grazed her front mud- 
guard ‘rather badly. I don’t suppose 
any one but myself actually saw the 
occurrence, but three men passing 
by said: scornfully to their com- 
panions: “A woman driver again!” 
Prejudice satisfied them that it 
must have been sho who was respon 


gible. It is high time acknowledg- 


ment was made that by the acid 
test of the always lengthy Net. of 
traffig prosecutions recorded every 
week women are not only as careful 
ng the men drivers, but they are 
more careful, and certainly more 
law-abiding. Perhaps they may not 
be so considerate, so perhaps one‘ or 
two hints will not be out of place. 

First it is advisable when trying 
to get into a position by reversing 
not to be too intent on what is hap- 
pening to the front of the car, ‘It 
ia na well to bear in mind that 
there may be some one behind un- 
aware of what mancuvre is being 
«fected, 

Again, women are not apt to give 
correct signals, ‘Whenever I see a 
woman driver in front of me wav- 
ing an arm out of her side window 
I pull up dead,” a well-known 
motorist admits. ‘That is the only 
safe plan.” The remedy for this 
tault is obvious.: 

Another fault is the rather gen- 
eral: one of apasmodic driving— 
speeding at one moment and dawdl- 
ing the next for no apparent rhyme 
or reason. - And lastly, there is the 


lady who shows manifest dis-}- 
approval 


of nearly all the other 
drivera “on the rend. Haven't you 
met the type who threatens to “take 
your number; and I'll tell my hus- 
band,” while you are blisefully .ig- 
rorant of your shorttomings? 
Some of, these faults may be dua 
to ignorance; others are caused. by 
temperament. It is, however, & 
pity not to remedy them wherever 
possible; for the average woman 
driver is really so good and capable 
that just 1 shade mora care would 
for ever dispel the prejudiced opin- 
jon that she is “amazingly foolish 
and perilous.”

AUTOS AND LOCKJAW. = - 


In. spite of the enormous number, 
St cuts, scratches, and brulses for 


which automobiles are responsible | * 


each year, the automobile muat. be 
credited, believea Dr, C. 0. Say- 
pington, of the National Safety 
Council, U.S.A. with a. great de- 
crease in cases. of lockjaw in the 
United States in the past ten years. 

Not that, automobiles «or auto 
mobiling have any direct effect on 
tho lockjaw germ. What has hap- 
pened, Dr. Sappington explains in a 
recent issue of the council's indus- 
trial bulletin, the “Safe Worker,” 
{a that automobiles . have displaced 
millions of horses, especially in 
cities. The lockjaw germ, ho con- 
tinues is a normal inhabitant of the 
digestive system of the horse. In 
the old daya when horses were 
common these living lockjaw germs 
were scattered by billions every- 
where in soil and dust. 

Any chance injury, such as atep- 
ping on a rusty nail, or a cut with 
a dirty knife, or even a scratched 
hand or knee caused by a fall, was 
likely to become infected with these 
lockjaw germs, which then multi- 
plied in the blood and brought on, 
after a few days, the dreaded spasm 
of the jaws and other muscles, 
which gave the disease {its name. 
The lockjaw germs, Dr. Sappington 
recalls, cannot enter the body 
through unbroken skin. Some kind 
of seratch or cut is necessary. 

Nowadays, with fewer horses to 
seatter the germs, ‘such accidental 
abrasions of the skin. are less likely 
to become infected with lockjaw 
germs, although it still Is a good 
plan, Dr. Sappington agrecs, to 
have all such cuts cleaned and dis- 
infected ‘by an expert physician or 
nurse, and to take a dose of lock- 
jaw gerum if tho physician 30 
advises. 


FAN AND WATER PUMP DRIVES. 


On quite o number of present- 
day cars the fan and water Im- 
pellers ure mounted on the same 
shaft, and driven by belt from a 
‘pulley on the crankshaft. On cars 
such aa this the adjustment of the 
belt ig of extreme importance, as a 
loose belt not only slows down the 
Yon action, but impedes the flow of 
cooling water, with the result that 
the engine often overheats, Keep 
the belts tight enough to drive the

EMOTIONLESS PURSUER. 


London, Nov. 5. 

A pilotless, mechanical “blood- 
hound of the air,” which, guided 
by a. photo-clectrical device in the 
nose of the.machine will follow 
and ,eventually destroy any enemy 
aircraft against which It is direct- 
ed, has been projected by a Hun- 
garlan ex-officer, Kalman Tihani, 
who ig at present in London try- 
ing to Interest the British Govern- 
ment in his scheme.

Fantastic though the idea sounds, 
Capt. Tihani claims the plans for 
bls device are based on the 
utilization of mechanical . and 
photo-electrical facts already 
known to science, and in the light 
of to-day’s knowledge quite within 
the capacity of scientists to con- 
struct. aa 


In. its essentials Cant. Tihani 
conceives of a small-sized aero- 
plane with no undercarriage and 
with two engines moiinted on the 
wings on each side of the fuselage,

placed a freely-moving photo- 
electrical camera’ so constructed 
that once the camera Is directed 
at an object electrical currents are 
set up which serve to keep the 
camera always pointed directly at 
this. object.

tion, 


Inevitable Destruction, , 


Capt. Tihani believes that by 
virtue of the fact his device has 
no undercarriage and carries no 
crew it could be built to fly faster 
than any existing aircraft, and 
once it was sighted and launched 
at an enemy acroplane the latter's 
destruction would be - inevitable. 
It could either be rammed, and an 
explosive fired by contact, or 
apparatus operated by 
the camera could be arranged to 
fire the explosive aos the machine 
approached within a fow fect of 
the enemy's craft.

_SERVANTS ON THE DOLE. 


Domestic servants are on the 
dole, and forelgn girls are still ‘in 
the kitchens of ‘British homes 
(writes a Special Correspondent of 
the Daily Mail.) 

These aliens keep on coming over 
here in thousands—from Denmark, 
VYolland, Switzerland, Germany, 
and ‘Rugsia—prepared to work for 
nothing or next ‘to it so long as 
they can get a footing in Britain. 
And suburban housewives, as a re- 
sult, are no longer worrying over 
“the servant problem.” They can

Girls éalling themselves 
“atudenta” arrive in London on 
the pretext of finishing’ their 
education—many of them clever 
girls, especially those from Russin, 
who can speak two or three langu- 
agess-and proceed “to become do- 
mestics in middle-class and 
upper-class hories.

Every alien 
must register with the police, to 
whom he must notify any change 
of address, and he must have’ an 
identity book. 

These precauttons are good « in 
theory but they do not. work in 
practice. Any ‘alien can‘ get into 
England with a- week-end -ticket, 
and if he has friends, he ~need 
never be traced. And in the East 
End alien workers are sweated and 
exploited by the fear of the law: 
they are blackmailed into slavery.
